The “ever glorious’’ anniversary was 
celebrated with becoming pomp and circum- 
stance at Stoneham. At an carly hour the 
streets were alive with happy children and 
searce légs happy men and women.

Since the death of Daniel Webster, no soul 
has passed from carth that left so large a 
space unfilled as that of Rufus Choate. It 
seems strange to us that men wio knew

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PEACE. 

The news of the armistice prepared us in 
some degree for the reception of the next! 
despatch, which infarms.us that Peace has 
been concluded between the French and Aus- 
trian Emperors. 

The war is ended for the present, let us| 
consider what has been purchased at the cost | 
of one hundred thousand humian lives at least. 


Napoleon declarod this iintention to be, to} 
lrive the Austrians out-of Italy. The Aus- 
trians have resigned Lembaréy but are allowed 
ne retain Venetia with three milliens of inhab- 
itants, Venctia is the country between the 
Adriatic Sea and the Mincio river. Venice 
is its capital and it contains the four fortified 
cities which constitute the quadrangular de- 
fence. 

Italy is te be organized into a confederacy 
with the Pope as henorary president, and the 
affairs af the entire peninsula will be prob- 
ably directed by a dict or congress comprised 
of members from each of the independent 
States, including Venetia, which is to be 
thenceforth a kingdom, not.a province, and of | 
which the Austrian Emperor is to be king. 
Victor Emanuel takes Lombardy, which is to 
be added to his present kingdom, cither in- 
corperated with it or made a province. 

The fact that Napoleon has made the Pope 
the President of the new confederation excites | 


mnbounded astonishment cn both sides of the 
ocean. ‘The Emperor of the French professed 
to enter Italy as a reformer, designing not | 
only to establish Italian independence, but to} 


combat the spirit of despotism and oppres- | 
sion which has for so long a period paralyzed 
the energies of the peninsula, One of the 
chief fetters upon the progress of Italy has} 
been ‘the ‘temporal dominion of the Pore; 
more potent than the arms of Austria inde- 
pressing the energies of the people, and inde- 
“pendence avails little, if the empire of the 
Popish Wierarchy is to be extended over the 
entire country. ‘The despicable rule of Rome 
was bad enough when confined to the papal | 
States, and we mistake the spirit of the age 
if it is to be extened over twenty-five millions | 
wf people, without finding opposition and| 
causing a new war, 

Napoleon has either deceived the world or! 
has been himself deccived ; as the enemy of | 
Freedom, he made war on Austria, and van- | 
quished her on every battle field; as the 
friend of 
Mapka and Kossuth in his service, 
is onded and for the tyranny of Austria is sub- 
stituted the more oppressive and degrading | 
tyranny ef superstition and popery, while the 
patriots ef ltaly and ILungary will curse the 
man who surrendered the power to essentially 
serve these countries while in the full flush of 
victory.

NEW YORK CORRESPONDENCE. 


From Our Regular Correspondent :— 
New York, July 26, 1859. 

A delightfully ccol interval we have had 
for a few days past; more favored than some 
of our western cities, as St. Louis, where we 
hear they had the thermometer at 90 and no 
rain for some days continually, until the peo- 
ple began to die off by heat as if by an epi- 
demic. It was needed, this cool weather, for 
this week's business is the beginning of the 
Fall campaign and merchants have been roll- 
ing up their sleeves and doing some active 
work. To be sure, we have not yet enjoyed 
any decided activity, but business has been 
coming in, The town is pretty well supplied 
with strangers from the South and West who 
keep the hotels from bankruptcy and the 
theatres in operation. We are looking fora 
pretty large Fall trade. But the venders of 
dry goods are in some degree nervous; the 
importations for the last three months have 
about equalled those of the same time for 
both the years of 1857 and 1858 together! 
Look out for cheap dry goods this Fall, 
especially fancy silks, which have been too 
high this spring and are coming down with a 


crash, 
The peace news excites a great deal of in- 


terest and speculation. Merchants hope it is 
true; foreign patriot-refugees fear it is true, 
wishing to see the rising of the Hungarian 
people, which will of course be stifled by this 
armistice, at least for the present, and if peace 
comes there willbe no chance. Everybody 
is full of sage prophecies but the cutest peo- 
ple in this part of the globe shake their heads 
and say nothing; that is safe anyway, and 
never hurts a man’s reputation for sagacity 
and self-containedness. The drollest ‘* war 
joke"’ of the season, is the leader of a certain 
prominent morning paper, on the Austrian 
«¢quadrangle,” which excited first the per- 
plexity, then the astonishment, and finally 
the laughter of the news-reading town. It 
reads like a burlesque on the profound war- 
editorials with which we have been favored 
lately, mixing up-all kinds of phrases and 
subjects in an inextricable muddle. The ed- 
itorial columns apologized for the article 
next morning by asserting that the ‘*man- 
uscripts got mixed; ’’ it was however very 
evident that it must have been the result of 
mixed liquors rather than mixed manuscripts ; 
and we hear that the writer who is supposed 
to be responsible for the article in question 
was at breakfast for eight hours preceding its 
composition, ‘here you have a peep behind 
the curtains of a metropolitan journal's inner 
sanctum: a ‘“sub'’ so ‘‘tight’’ that he 
couldn’t walk aplank four feet in length, 
sitting down to unravel the meshes of French 
and Austrian military strategy, to the gaze 
of adocile public!

The ‘beginning: of the* Fall term, iswith'| 

’ many, the beginning of the school year. 
Some scholars are passing from the Primary 
achool to the Intermediate, others from the 
Intermediate to the Grammar, and a‘geodly 
number have completed the course’of "ftudy 
in the Grammar ‘School and Have ttn ad- 
mitted to the Hizh School. ‘To these Inst the 
course of study upon which they are about 
to‘enter is all important. They should feel 

‘that they are no longer boys and girls, but 
that with the studies of maturer years they 

-should put ona manly and womanly char- 
eacter. The habits of thought and investiga- 
tion—on the part of many at least—wili con- ; 
tinue through life such as they here form. 
“Phe time and privileges of the members of 
this school are much too valuable to be wasted 
~or suffered to pass unimproved in the high- 
est possible degree. Close application —hard 
study—is absolutely essential to that mental 
disciptine which may and should be acquired 
‘by the course of study in this school. We 
believe there is but little danger to the health 
from the severest application, if regular habits 
of rest and exercise are adopted and carried 
out. We believe that attendance upon par- 
tics, late suppers.and the excitement connected 
with them, do more than any, than all other 
gauses combined,to break down the health of 
the scholars at school. We believe that pa- 
rents may dismiss their fears relative to the 
injury their children will receive from hard 
study. It is the neglect of proper rules for 
preserving the health, not study, that docs 
the mischief. 

The town of Woburn has been liberal 
toward the public schools. It becomes the 
duty of every good citizen to do what he can 
—in public or in private life, whichever } is lot 
muay be, to promote, 60 far us in him lies, the 
highest welfare of our schools. Parents es- 
pecially should seek to help the teachers, to 
encourage them and hold up their hands 
amid, their arduous and oftentimes discourag- 
ing duties. If the spirit of fault finding on 
the part of all should be exorcised, if parents 
would sce to it that their children were at 
school punctually, and learned their lessons 
diligently, we should speedily see the benetit 
arising from it. Committee men and teachers 
are not perfect, neither arc parents. Each 
should be willing to overlook some of the fuil- 
ings and short comings of the other. Wehave 
faithful and kind teachers, and an active, 
efficient Committee. If no bars are laid in 
the way we cannot sce why our schools 
should not attain and continue im a very 
prosperous condition,
